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Potawatomi Cu l tural Heritage Center 

Ground breaking ceremonies were held November 18, 1977, for the Citizen Band of 
Potawatomi Community Development Center. The Potawatomi Community Development 
Center is planned chiefly as a day care center and tribal council facility. 
Construction began on Wednesday, November 23, 1977. The completion date is 
June, 1978. 

Wynn Construction Co., Oklahoma City, was low bidder on the project, financed 
by the Tribe through a $485,000.00 grant from the Economic Development Association 

The new building will be located just east of the present tribal office building. 
The new tribal facility will be built of the same type native stone and redwood. 
Its design is similar to that of the present building which houses tribal business 
of f ices. 

Michael Mahaffev and Associates, Oklahoma City, architects designed both build- 
ings. The new facility will have approximately 11,000 square feet of space and 
will provide classroom space for 100 children, plus extra room for adult education 
classes. The Council Room has 4,000 square feet of space, about twice that of the 
present council room. It is designed for use by the Business Committee and for 
various tribal functions, also to serve the Potawatomi Children's Center as a play 
room when needed. 

The plans for the Community Development Center are available for review at the 
tribal office.

Per Capita Payment 

At the present time a draft is being prepared of the Report for Distribution of a 
per capita payment. This report is being prepared by the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
in the Washington office. This plan will have to be submitted to and approved by 
Congress. Due to the legislative procedures involved the earliest date for a per 
capita payment would be late spring or early summer of 1978. Tribal members who 
have changed addresses will need to submit address changes as soon as possible.

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Day Care Center

and paying basis. The rates are $25.00 a week; those families whose income 
falls below $7,200.00 a year are eligible for Day Care Assistance through the 
State Welfare Department.
